Cafeteria Prices. | 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I think al) cafeterias should be 
obliged to post prices of food, so persons 
can tell how much their lunch will cost. 
A certain company in town does not do 
this. Last Saturday I bought at this 
cafeteria a cream cheese sandwich and 
a portion of potato salad, and paid 30 
cents for the two. Cheese is now selling 
’ at 22 cents a pound retail, and I never 
paid hore than 12 cents for a dish of 
potato salad during the war. A week or 
10 days ago I bought a ham sandwich, 
again the potato salad and a slice of 
cake with a cream filling, and supposed 
that 30 or 35 cents would be plenty to 
pay for it, but my check was 45 cents.

Jesus does not measure us by blood. or 
birth, or bank account, or social or political 
standing, but by the service we render God 
and humanity in his name. But the world 
has not learned Jesus’ standard. and there 
are multitudes of professing Christians who 
have never learned it. The world’s way of 
measuring a man is not by the service he 
renders, but by the size of dividends he can 
declare at the end of the year. The men 
who are written up in popular magazines as 
examples of success are, for the most part, 
men who have been able to pile up large 
dividends. We need to come back to Jesus’ 
ideal of true greatness. We need a world of 
business men who will always think of their 
business, not as a means to any selfish ends, 
but as their way of serving God and hu- 
manity.
